We are frequently in receipt of letters 
from young preachers, asking whether it 
is better to preach extemporaneously or 
from manuecript. We will. tell them a 
little ch r — our experi- 
ence. « entered the ministry with a 
mortal horror of extemporabdeous speak 
ing, Each week we wrote two sermons 
and a lecture all out, from the text to the 
amen. 

„We were a slave to manuzcript, and 
the chnins were gulling; and three 
months more of such work would have 
pat us in the graveyard. We resolved 
on emancipation, The Sucday night 
was approaching when we expected to 
make violent rebellion against this bond- 
"ge of pen and paper. We bad an essay 
about ten minutes long on some Christ ian 
subject, which we proposed to preach as 
au introduction to the sermon, resol ved 
at the close of that brief composition to 
launch out upon the great sea of extem- 
poraneousne3s. 

It s happened that the comiug Sab. 
bath night was to be eventfulia the vil- 
ace. The trustees of the church had 
been building & gasometer back of the 
church, and the nigbt we speak of the 
building was for "the first time to be 
lighted in the modern way, The church 
was, of cour-e, crowded —not 80 much to 
bear the preacher as t» see how the ga- 
wound burn, Many were unbelieviog, 
and +aid that there would be an explo 
sion, or a big fire, or that in the midst of 
the service the lights would go out. 

With our ten-minute manuzcript we 
went into the pulpit, all in « tremor, 
Although the gas did not burn as brightly 
as its friends had hoped, still it was 
bright evough to show the people the 
perspiration that stood in beads on our 
forehead, We began our discourse, and 
every sentence gave us the fooling that 
we were one step nearer the gallows 
We spoke very slowly, 80 as to make the 
ten-minute notes last fifteen minutes. 
During the preachment of the brief 
manu*cript- we concluded that we had | 
never been called to the ministry. We 
were in a hot hath of excitement, Peo- 
ple noticed our trepidation, and supposed 
it was because we were afraid the gos 
weald go out. Alas! our fear was that 
it would not go out. As we came toward 
the clove of our brief we joined the avti 
tas par'y, and prayed that before we 
came t9 the last written line something 
would burst and leave us in the darknoe:s. 
lodeed, we discovered an encouraging 
flicker mid the burners, which gave us 
the hope that the brief which lay before 
us would be long enough for all practical 
parposes, and that the bour of execution 
might be postponed to some other nigbt. 
As we cams to the sentence next to the 
last, the Vights fell down to balf their 
«ze, and we could just manage to see the 
audicuce ss they were floating away from 
our vision, We wid to ourselves, Why 
can't these lights be obliging and go out 
entirely?” The wish was gratified, As 
we finished the last line of our brief, and 
stood on the verge of rhetoricil-destruc 
tion, the last ghmmer of light wis ex 
tioguizhed, It is impossible to pro- 
cord. we cried out; receive the bene- 
dicti n!“ 

We crawled down the pu'pit ia a state 
of exh laration; we never before saw 
zuch bandsome da kuess. The odor of 
the escaping ges was to us like gales 
faorm Araby,” Did a frightened young 
man ever have such fortunate de iver- 
ance? The providence was probably in 
tended to humble the trustees, yet” the 
zcared preacher took advantage of it. 
But-aſter-we-got home we 8aw the wick- 
edne+s of being in such dread. As the 
Lord got us out of that predicament, we 
solved never again to be coroered in 
one similar. Forthwith the 1thraldom 
was broken, we hope never again to be 
felt, How demeaning that a man with 
1 me sage from the Lord Almighty 
should be dependent upon paper mills 


and ga*ometers ! 


What a White Proof Reader Says About

ten upon, aud scratches and blurs in every 
direction, paged backward and forward 
and anything, yet I was expected to get

I just fell from grace, went to pwearing, 
drinking and running around. Now, am 
expelled from the church and ov my way 
to the bad place aud, I suppose, will be 
lost. 

I must admit, however, that there bas 
been considerable improvement made in 
their penmbnsbip and spelling of late, 
but that doesn't bring back my religion 
nor get me in the church agaiv. Please 
pray for me when you have a little pere 
time, will you? '

Since the election of Fresident Cheese- 
man, our government is much stronger 
finarcialty, than it ever was before, Bus- 
iness has much improved, and everybody 
is much more cheerful and hopeſul than 
we have been in a long time. I hope you 
and your liviog children are well. All 
the sisters and brethren send their best 
regards, Many sisters sxy they want an 
opportunity to greet you with „ holy 
Kies.

HE MADE WAR ON SLAYERY, 


Cardinal Lavigerie's Life-Long Cru- 
«ade Against Africa's Accursed 
Traffic. 


With the death of Charles Martial Al 
lemand Lavigerie, Primate of North Af 
rica, there has passed away one of the 
foremost figures in the great battle that 
has been waged agaioest African . slavery 
for nearly a cevtury, Lavigerie was a 
native of France, having been born in 
Rayonne, in 1825, He was possessed of 
remarkable abilities, aud while «tilt a 
very young man was advanced to distin- 
guished offices in the church and at the 
Papal Court. He was, however, less a 
churchman than a pioneer explorer aud 
misstonery. About thirty years ago, dur 
ing the reign of, Napoleon. III, he was 
active in the formation of a league for 
the extension of French ivfluence in Af 
rica aud Axia, In the interests of this 
league, he made extensive travels and be- 
came impressed wie the horrors of the 
slave trade and the necessity for an effort 
on the part of Christian nations for its 
suppression. 

When be became Bishop of Certhage 
and Algiers, be found the desir:d oppor- 
tunity to begin an effective crugxde 
»gainst the curse of Africa, He took 
with him to Rome twelve slaves, bought 
in the African warket, an illustration of 
the misery and suffering endured by the 
victims of the traffic. Soon the azitition 
spread throughout Europe and all Christ- 
endvm became deeply interested in the 
orusade, Lavigeris's publigned + tate- 
ments of the extent and chargoter of the 
ala ve rade, shocked the civilized uatiang,

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to great audiences, not as & priest, but 865 
a «ympathetic Christian who ha. the 
ameltioration and enlightenment of the 
evslaved African race deeply at heart. 
In other Enropean capitals, too, be found 
ready welcome, and churchmen of every 
denomination were found cocupying the 
same platform with the prelate who had 
thrown aside Romish robes and forms to 
step up to the higher plane of human 
brotherhood. Rome showered honors 
upon him; Leo XIII bestowed on him 
the red hat of a cardinal; he was even 
named as a ſuture possibility for Pope; 
but Lavigerie cared little for such titles 
and distinctions. With the true spirit of 
the migsionary, be;held as more precious 
than all else, the work on which he was 
engaged in Africa, and to him the sauds 
of the desert and the blast of the simoon 
were more welcome than the marble 
courts of the Vatican and the coo! per- 
fumes of its It1lian gardens, He forma 
a. band called the Brothers of the 8a. 
bars,” Whose mission was 0 com- 
bat alavery, protect the oppressed, and 
establish refuges for the sick and the fug- 
itive. 

Lavigerie's name will live as that of a 
philaothropist and benefactor of the col- 
ored race, entirely independent of his em 
inenco as a prelate and bis ability as 4 
statesman. His death is a serious los to 
those who are laboring for the suppres- 
sion of the slave «ystem in Africa.

In what manner can any proper estimate 
of tbe linguistic value of miesions be ob- 
tained!

— We are in receipt of your 
postal of the lach just., and note con- 
tents, We are not running vessels regu- 
larly to Liberia and the one vessel that 
we have in the trade having suitable ac- 
c -modations for passengers, is vow on 
the Liberian coast and may not returo 
here for some months, as we are enter- 
taining business that may divert her. We 
will not entertain any proposition to take 
a full complement of emigrauts to Liberia 
until positive TI have been 
made with the Liberian g»verument for 
their reception and location, We have 
not the understanding with the Lib rian 
government that the Amer can Coloniza- 
tion Society had and will not take these 
people out and dump them down any- 
where to shift for themselves, It wou'g 


best- the kind of preaching which men 
need mbst; but it is also the kind they 
get least.
